Energy Supply 
Still Uncertain 

The. most dangerous element 
in the nation's long-range 
energy outlook may be that the 
short-term supply, picture seems 
brighter, according to the pres- 
ident of the American Petro- 
leum Institute, h, 

Frank .N. Ikard says that, 
-although primary stocks of gas- 
oline and other major petro- 
leum products are higher now 
than they were a year ago, the 
situation is still uncertain. 

"Just a few per cent increase 
in demand, or a few per cent 
decrease in supply, could mean 
lines once more at the service 
station," he said at a forum 
on energy and marketing spon- 
sored by the National Retail 
Hardware Association. ' 

[\ Mr. Ikard cited me possi- 
bility that consumers "may be 
lulled into thinking that the 
energy crisis has gone away— 
permanently" and may relax 
their efforts to conserve fuels. 

He also warned that if some 
of the punitive legislation pend- 
ing in Congress becomes law, 
the .petroleum industry would 
find it impossible to meet the 
nation's future energy needs.

For one of the first times in 
our history the American people 
will welcome a "tough and 
hard" State, of the Union, 
message from their President. 

Almost every indicator on the 
national scene shows that U.S.

At the very least, the 
announcement went a long way 
to nullify some of the criticism 
of President Fordior going on a 
prolonged skiing vacation in 
Colorado at a time when most » 
Americans would like to see 
him spending 100 percent of his 
time on the economy. 

ONE THING we can be sure 
of is-that the American people^ 
are not afraid of hardship when 
they are convinced it . is 
necessary for the good of the 
country; Much of bur trouble 
has been that nobody in top 
authority has actually leveled 
with the public and told just how 
serious things are and what 
steps must be taken to begin 
correcting the situation. 

I believe all of us hope that the 
beginning of 1075 will mark the 
beginning of a new kind of 
action on the pari of the Ford 
Administration. 

It's long pbst time for the 
national government to get off 
the dime, go to work and tell the 
American people how they can 
best be of assistance.

The Lake County Board' ..of 
Review has announced that it 
has no intention of participating 
in the suit filed last, week by 
Lake County State's Atty. Jack 
Hoogasian. 

The suit, filed in the Circuit 
Court in Lake County, seeks an 
injunction against the State of 
Illinois, Department of Local 
Government .Affairs. The in- 
junction would prohibit the 
State from applying multipliers 
in the same manner as was done 
during 1974. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
Board of Review, the Chair- 
man, John Jerry Murphy of Fox 
Lake, said: 

."This action was taken by the 
State's Attorney without the 
approval of the board, I 
discussed this; matter earlier 
with Mr. Hoogasian and advised 
him that I would not give him an 
answer until the entire Board of 
Review had an opportunity to 
meet and discuss it. Mr. 
Hoogasian did not wait for bur, 
: answer and filed the s suit 
anyway," , 

In its regular meeting on Jan. 
10, the Board of Review decided 
not to participate in the suit. 

"The Board was very 
concerned," said Murphy! 



"over the situation that arose in 
Lake County during 1974 as a 
result of a: similar lawsuit. The 
suit caused a delay in the 
issuance of a j multiplier, which 
further delayed the extension of 
taxes, with the end result being 
that the tax bills were sent out 
late. The cost to -the various 
taxing bodies which depend on 
this revenue . was exceedingly 
high since many of them had to 
issue tax anticipation warrants 
which they ordinarily would not 
have needed."

Snowmobile Problems 



By SUE SEDIVEC 

Community Relations Officer 

With the winter season, along 
with complaints of snow, ice 
and freezing cold, we are 
plagued with complaints of 
snowmobiles. 

If people would operate these 
machines property and abide by 
the law, there probably 
wouldn't oe so many com- 
plaints. . 

As I see it, some snowmobil- 
ers are a nuisance, are very 
inconsiderate people, and are 
spoiling the fun for those who do 
ride them properly. 

First of all, all snowmobilers 
must be registered with the 
state; therefore, they must 
display a license plate. 

AS STATED in the Digest of 
Illinois Snowmobile Registra- 
tion and Safety Act: 

"It shall be unlawful for any 
person to drive or operate any 
snowmobile in the following 
ways: 

A. At a rate of speed too fast 



for Conditions, and the fact that 
the speed of the snowmobile 
does not exceed the applicable 
maximum speed limit allowed 
does not relieve the driver 
from the duty to decrease speed 
as may be necessary to avoid 
colliding with any person or 
vehicle or object. 

B. In a careless, reckless or 
negligent manner. 

C. While under the influence 
of intoxicating beverages or 
narcotic or dangerous drugs. 

D. At any time without at 
least one lighted head-lamp and 
one lighted' tail lamp on the 
snowmobile. 

. E. Within one mile of any 
nature preserve. 

F. On the tracks - or 
right-of-way of ah operating 
railroad. 

G. In any tree nursery or 
planting in a manner which 
damages or destroys growing 
stock. 

H. On private property 
without the written consent of 
the owner or lessee thereof. 

t. The owner, lessee, or^
